right to consider the evidence in re- 
gard to the alleged combination that 
is claimed to have resulted in the 
deadlock of 1911 over the selection 
of a United States senator.

gard to the second charge, he said 
the justification seemed to be based 
upon evidence regarding 
conversa- 


tions between the plaintiff and de- 
fendant about 13 years ago. The 
motion to direct the jury to find a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff was 
then denied. 


Justice Andrews later 
remarked 


that no question of privilege would 
be submitted to the jury. The fact, 
he said, that there was a political 
campaign in progress at the time of 
the publication of the alleged libel, 
made no difference and it the facts 
stated in the article were not tine, 
then the individual named in the ar- 
ticle had been libelled. 
If such was 


the case the jury, he added, must 
then determine the amount of puni- 
tive damages.

tracted by the

ments do not wholly confirm the pes- 
simistic special dispatches from Pet- 
rograd, but they admit that the Rus- 
sian retirement along the river San, 
is still under way. At the same time, 
they claim that the Russians have 
been able to resume the offensive on 
the left bank of the Vistula, a move- 
ment which may result, it is explain- 
ed, m outflanking the Germans at- 
tacking Przemysl. 


The Austrian rout in West Galicia 


is not yet complete, 
according 
to 


London's information, but 
the im- 


pression is growing here that the de- 
feat of the Teutonic allies in this sec- 
tion has been severe enough to pre- 
vent the complete success of tha 
wholesale offensive movement which 
they initiated 
along 
the eastern' 


front. 


Military experts in London are to- 


day characterizing the retreat of the 
Russian third army as a masterly 
feat which must have cost the vic- 
tors dearly. 


The 
Russian 
offensive in Bast 


Galicia stands out today as in reality 
a defensive movement made neces- 
sary by the fact that the Austrians 
constituted a serious menace to the 
lett flank of the Russian armies in 
Galicia.

likely to be decided until the Un- 
ionist leaders have obtained the for- 
mal backing of their followers at a 
party meeting. There can be little 
doubt of the result for although the 
Unionist party never has been en- 
amored of coalition the present sit- 
uation has neither precedent nor par- 
allel. If an equal share of power is 
offered, not merely 
in weight 
of 


numbers but in the importance of 
officers, such an offer put 
forward 


on patriotic grounds cannot reason- 
ably be refused when the alternative 
is either a steadily weakening gov- 
ernment or a general election. 
This 


labor party also naturally would be 
represented in such a national gov- 
ernment." 


Al' the morning papers agree that
